so far from being an evil, are the best evidence of the prosperity 
of a nation, and that they may therefore continue and be permanent 
in perfect consistency with the best interests of the people; while 
in the latter case it must be a source of the greatest suffering, 
and must inevitably lead to an early reaction, caused by the 
diminishing resources of the country and the means of consump- 
tion. In ‘short, it is not “ price” which is abstractedly a good 
or an evil:—itis the quantity of anything :—it is scarcity or 
plenty in which the country is really interested :—* price” is a 
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| rial interests and condition of a people :—we allude to the fact of

returns which we publish from month to month bear ample proof 
that taking commodities generally, there is no deficiency of sup- 
ply :—year by year, month by month, the increase of the importa- 
tion of all the great articles of consumption, as a rule, steadily 
and rapidly progresses.

Instead of those 
calamities, high prices now produce neither inconvenience nor dis- 
content. If, however, we look to another portion of the monthly 
Trade Accounts, we may discover the true cause of this conse- 
quence. Our imports have increased enormously, but our exports 
fully keep pace with them. In the present year they will exceed 
by no less than twenty millions those of 1855; thus pointing 
to an increased activity in trade, to a corresponding demand for 
labour, higher wages, and greater consuming ability, which fully 
account for a continuance of high prices, and the absence of mur- 
murs or complaints.

The best proof which we can 
have, of an official and public kind, of the degree of demand at 
any one period for borrowed capital is the amount of private secu- 
rities carried to the Bank of England for discount. If we refer to 
the accounts of the Bank for a series of years, we shall find that 
generally, if not always, when the rate of interest is low, the de- 
mand upon the Bank, as indicated by the amount of private secu- 
rities, is very small ; ‘and we shall also find that when the rate of 
interest is high, the demand upon the Bank, as indicated by the 
amount of private securities, is very great.

During the whole of that period, 
the demand upon the Bank for accommodation was so small, that 
the amount of private securities varied from only 10,000,000/ to 
13,000,0002. The period of late years when the rate of interest 
has been at the highest point, has been during the last eighteen 
months, when the Bank rate has varied from 5 to 7 per cent.,— 
and during the greater part of that period, the demand upon the 
Bank has been indicated by an amount of private securities reach- 
ing as high as 19,000,000/ to 21,000,000, That the larger amount 
of accommodation required, and the consequent higher rate of in- 
terest during the latter than the former period, has been caused 
chiefly by the legitimate increase of trade, may be inferred from 
the fact, that even in 1852 the whole value of our exports very 
little exceeded seventy millions, while in the current year, it will 
exceed one hundred and seventeen millions. 


While, therefore, it is ireely admitted that there are many other 
causes which, in some degree, affect the prices of commodities and 
the value of capital, besides the great demand caused by prosper- 
ous trade, yet both experience and reasoning equally point to that 
as the main one ; and therefore, as long as high prices are the re- 
sult only of a great and profitable demand, they are to beregarded 
much more as a proof of prosperity than as a ground of appre- 
hension or discontent. That the present high price of money 
will very long continue is not to be expected ;—but that we shall 
soon see a return to a very low rate is not to be desired. In the 
meantime the best proof of the highly prosperous condition of the 
country is, that the extremely high rates of discount in the present 
year have neither prevented a a expansion of our trade, nor a 
most satisfactory condition of the public revenue.

But the “ Abolitionists’’ were 
always few in number—a mere handful of earnest men in com- 
parison with the millions who were hostile or indifferent. They 
are so still. For the present topic, which so absorbs the minds of 
men in the Union as to silence and exclude every other, is not that 
of Slavery-abolition, but of Slave-extension. It is the Slave- 
holders of the South who have brought it to this issue, with 
marvellous recklessness and blindness. For the friends of Aboli- 
tion are few ; but the foes of Slave-extension are many. Five-sixths 
of the Northern citizens are against meddling with Slavery 
where it exists, but five-sixths also are against permitting its 
introduction where it exists not. If the Southern Democrats 
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had been quiet and unaggressive, they might have retained || 
their Slave-institutions till doomsday, so far as any hostile action | 
of the North was concerned. But they were not content to abide |

PROBABLE POLICY OF THE NEW PRESIDENT. 


WE last week drew a somewhat gloomy picture of what in our 





opinion was the real significance of Mr Buchanan’s election as 
President of the United States, and of what it appeared to augur 
as to the probable policy of his Government during its four years’ 
tenure of power. The despondency we then expressed is, we 
know, shared by most philosophic and high-minded Americans, 
who are well-nigh heart-broken and ashamed when they reflect 
on what that victory indicates of the present and threatens for 
the future. But itis only fair to state that others—better ac- 
quainted than we can pretend to be with the intricacies of Ame- 
rican politics, and the characteristics of American politicians, and 
the range and possibilities of American tergiversation—take a more 
sanguine view, and insist that it by no means follows that Bu- 
chanan will in all things embrace the Democratte “ Platform” 
because he has been elected by the Democratic party, or that he 
will carry out Slavery-extension because he was borne into power 
on that popular cry and for that especial purpose. It is even said 
that he is not unlikely to contrive the admission of Kansas into 
the Union as a Free State! This seems almost incredible: never- 
theless it is believed by many across the Atlantic. And it is not 
to be denied that there are some circumstances of which we have 
yet scarcely information enough to enable us to estimate the full 
value which seem to indicate that the Democratic victory is not 
quite so triumphant, nor the possibility of carrying out the De- 
mocratic policy quite so certain, as the figures we have received ap- 
peared at first sight to proclaim. 

The worst feature of the case probably is that, in spite of every 
reason which should have induced the Free States to put forth 
their undivided strength in favour of Freedom, they were severed 
into many sections, and that the gain of their antagonists, or at 
least of the South, was as marked on the election of members of 
Congress asin the Presidential contest. It is calculated that 
whereas the existing House of Representatives showed a majority 
of 70 against Pierce, the new one shows a majority of 30 in favour 
of Bachanan,—besides which he has a majority of 14 in the Senate. 
This preponderance well used, added to the vast power which 
the Executive possesses in America, should make him virtually 
supreme. How he will employ this supremacy is the question. 
It is true that, as he can have no chance of re-election, he may be 
honest and patriotic if he chooses. It is true that Jefferson Davis, 
whose tool Pierce was, and who is a very firebrand of reckless 
ambition, is not likely to be in the new Cabinet; but if he be re- 
placed, as is said, by Mr Cass, the change will not be a very re- 
assuring one. Still there are considerations which may suggest 
moderation to Mr Buchanan if he be a wise man as assuredly 
he is aclever one. There are three especially which should warn 
him against committing himself too irremediably to the Slave- 
extension party, if it be still open to him to pause or to recede. 

First. If we analyse the Presidential vote, we shall perceive 
that though aii the Slave States voted for Buchanan and dy no 
means all the Free States voted for Fremont, yet still Fremont ran 
him hard. Then, though Buchanan had the majority of votes in 
the electoral college, Fremont had the majority among the consti- 
tuents of that college. Our readers are aware that the vote for 
President is taken through the process of a double election. The 
people elect delegates—a given number, but a number varying 
according to the population, for each State ; and (to put the mat- 
ter broadly) the small constituencies voted chiefly for Buchanan 
and the large ones for Fremont. Thus the delegates who voted 
for Buchanan represented 348,294 electors in the Free States and 
108,435 in the Slave States—making a total of 456,729. ‘The 
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eucroachment. They are no longer satisfied to maintain Slavery : 
they openly and arrogantly insist on imposing it. Of course the 
North cannot submit to such pretension without forfeiting all self- 
respect and independence, and accordingly they seem inclined to 
accept the contest, and make this terrible and perplexing question 
the futare battle-field of party-strife. Nothing else is now talked 
of throughout the Union: the question of Slave-extension or 
Slave-repression is now in America what the question of Parlia- 
mentary Reform was in England in 1822; and the prominence it 
has assumed it must retain till it be conclusively solved and set at 
rest. Now, Mr Buchanan is too sensible a man to believe that it 
can ultimately be solved in the sense of the Slave-holders, or that 
the North could acquiesce in such a solution. He has motive 
enough, therefore, to dispose of the matter by such a final compro- 


mise as will show the South that the realisation of their present || 


pretensions is for ever hopeless,—if, indeed, such a compromise can 
be devised, and if party engagements leave him free to favour it. 
Thirdly. The doctrines preached and the objects plainly 
avowed by many leading organs of the Slave-holding States are 
so wild, so atrocious, and so extreme as apparently to indicate in 
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the party which avows them either the desperation of conscious | 


danger and weakness, or the mad intoxication which augurs 
and which leads toa fall from power. They—the Slave-holders 
—to whom a dissolution of the Union would bring the most 
deadly peril, if not certain ruin—to whom at least it would mean 
the abstaction of Northern support in keeping down their slaves 
and of Northern capital in cultivating their lands—menace it asa 
step they are longing to take and are determined to take unless 
the North will allow them their own way in all things. They 
advocate, without circumlocution, as without shame, a prompt 
revival of the African slave-trade, in order to reduce the price of 
negroes and to enable every white man to become a purchaser and 
holder of human cattle. We could fill our columns with extracts 
from American papersin proof of this assertion, if denial rendered 
proof necessary. Nay, several among them go yet further, and 
say that the question will not be placed upon its proper footing, 
nor right and justice and wise policy be fully satisfied, till the 
entire labouring class—black or white—shall have been reduced to 
“involuntary servitude,”—as they euphemiously term it. 

Now, it certainly does seem as if a man of sense—holding the 
high position of temporary governor of a great Empire—would 
cut off his right hand rather than identify himself with a party 
which proclaims such principles and such designs. A grey-headed 
statesman, of some European experience, om who has preserved 
up to his grand climacteric a decent if not a spotless reputation, must, 
one would imagine, be mad as well as bad to incur the infamy which 
would ensue if he allowed himself to be made the tool of men 
so desperate and of purposes so heinous. There is considerable 
force in the following remarks by a transatlantic correspondent of 
the Daily News :— 

Mr Buchanan, then, will be very glad to come as near getting rid of 
trouble about Kansas as he can, He never was a man to borrow 
trouble; and at his time of life, when the sun is sinking low, when his 
hair has been white for a generation, and he has reached the last honour 
that this earth can bestow upon him, he is not likely, with all his expe- 
rience, and with the certainty that his sun will go down ina very few 
years at the utmost, to throw away the influence of a lifetime, to quench 
the torch he has at last lit upon the summit of famef by a contempti- 
ble, puerile administration. Mr Buchanan is sensitive of his reputation. 
He has during a long public career maintained a highly responsible 
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position in the Republic. He has lived always in public life. 
only waiting for the pen of history to put the crowning glory to his 
reputation, by saying that at so late a period, when all the men that had 
stood around him for forty years of the life of the Republic had fallen by 
his side, he, the last of them all, came forward when the honours of the 
Republic had been decreed to him, and set a noble and great example to 
his fellow-citizens, of complete dedication to the interests of the country 
—the whole country, and nothing but the country. All the allurements 
in his case are to virtue and patriotism and statesmanship. The tempta- 
tions, if there be any, cannot come from the hope of being re-elected to 
a second term, nor of doinz good to the nation or honouring himself, by 
clothing bad men with power, nor with building up a reputation in one 
section of the country, only to reap infamy immortal everywhere else. 








THE WINE DISEASE AND ITS CURE. 

TuE failure of the wine crop for two or three years in succession 
has proved to be a misfortune, the effects of which have extended 
far beyond the countries of its growth. And it would be a great 
mistake to suppose that it is only the luxuries of the rich that 
have been interfered with by that calamity. In the first plac®, 
the labouring population of those countries which have been 
chiefly affected have suffered severely by being deprived of that 
labour upon which alone they depend for subsistence,—in the case 
of Madeira amounting to an actual famine in its severest form: 
—and in the next place, the whole labouring population and 
humbler classes in the wine-producing countries have suffered all 
the misfortunes which attend a scarcity and, consequenily, a 
high price of one of the chief articles of their nourishment. 
But the mischief has not ended there. The failure of the vine 
has called into extensive requisition other articles the production 
of the same countries for the purpose of distillation. In France 
the consumption of grain for that purpose was likely to be 
so large that the Government stept in and _ prohibited 
its use; but in other countries, where so objectionable 
and, as it has proved, so futile a course was not taken, a large con- 
sumption of grain has taken place to replace the deficient wine. 
| Again, in France a very extensive distillation of spirits has taken 
| place from: beet-root, which has been accordingly diverted from 
| sugar making; the deficiency of home-produced sugar has been 
| made good by a larger importation of foreign sugar, and which 
| in its turn has contributed to the deficient supplies of that article 
| to other countries, and consequently to its high price. Again, 
so far as the produce of the vine has been converted into dried 
fruit in the shape of currants and raisins, the disease which was at 
nearly period and most severely experienced in the Ionian Islands 
and other parts of the Mediterranean, has created a great scarcity 
and a very high price, which has been severely felt in all parts 
of Europe, and which has also raised the price of all articles which 
could be used as substitutes. 

Thus, in a great variety of ways, has the vine disease afflicted 
; not only the immediate countries which suffered from it, but also 
} the rest of Europe. The chief, and perhaps the most serious con- 
} sequence as it affects other countries, has yet, however, to be men- 
} tioned. The demand in this country for spirit for export has until 
very recently been of a most trivial character. ‘lhe low brandies 
of France, the gin of Holland, and the rum of the sugar colonies, 
| were produced in such large quantities and et such low prices, 
that the exports of British spirits was confined to a very small 
quantity to some of our own colonies. But during the last two 
years, this has entirely changed:—for the first time England 
has become a large exporting country of spirits, and that too, 
chiefly, to those countries which we have always regarded as rivals 
with whom our distillers could not compete, and against whom, 
therefore, our laws had raised up a high barrier of discriminating 
and protective duties. Our distillers have been largely engaged 
in working for France, Spain, and Portugal; and inferior wines, 
which were formerly made up for the British market with low 


|; brandies, have latterly been “ fortified,” as it is called, or “made 
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up” with the spirit shipped from this country.

| Thus, while the average quantity exported in the four years 
preceding 1855 was about 500,000 gallons a year, it reached in 
1805 a quantity no less than 3,840,000 gallons, and in the present 
year it will exceed 4,000,000 gallons. Now when we come to 
consider the enormous quantity of grain that has thus been called 
into requisition to supply an entirely new demand caused by the 
failure of the grape, and when we consider that this is all in 
addition to the quantity of spirits ordinarily made for home use, 
we can well understand at least one important cause which exists 
for the high price of barley and oats; and we then become sensible 
| of one important way in which the misfortunes of the wine-grow- 
lean are indirectly extended to this and other countries 

| _ Fortunately there appears good ground for a belief that the 
disease is on the decrease, and that a remedy has been discovered 
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We annex a very interesting account of the disease and 
of the successful application of a remedy, taken from the trade 
circular of Messrs Tuke and Co. Inthe Ionian Islands, which 
were among the first to suffer, and where the disease assumed the 
most serious aspect, we learn through several reliable channels 
that it is rapidly disappearing, and that the crop of the present 
year has proved as fine as that of any year prior to the disease 
appearing It appears that this great change has been brought 
about by the use of sulphur. The following statement cannot 
fail to be read with much interest :— 

The operations of the wine trade have been so disarranged and thrown 
off their accustomed level by the continued influence of the vine disease, 
that we feel a lively satisfaction in being able to communicate to our 
friends that this fearful scourge has this year been vigorously and suc- 
cessfully grappled with, and that science has at length pointed out the 
means by which we may calculate on its certain and speedy extinctionl 

It is a somewhat remarkable circumstance that this malady com- 
menced, or was first observed, in England. Hothouses, from their con- 
stant heat and humidity, appear to be particularly favourable for its for- 
mation. and in 1846 Mr Tucker, of Margate, first drew the attention of 
botanists to this peculiar form of disease as developed in his vineries, and 
from him it has acquired the name of the “ Oidium Tuckeri.” It would 
appear to have existed in ancient times, for in “ Pliny’s Natural His- 
tory” we find the description of a disease of the vine with symptoms 
analogous to present appearances; but there is no historical evidence 
for assuming that it has at any previous period attained the gigantic 
proportions of the present day. 

From England the malady appears to have passed to France, where it 
was first observed in hothouses near Paris, in 1847; after that year it 
spread gradually tothe vines in the field, and in 1849 had reached such an 
extent as to become an object of particular investigation by the Central 
Society of Agriculture of Paris; and by continued exertions and scientific 
investigations an elucidation of the disease has at length been accom- 
plished, and a remedy has been discovered. 

The “ Oidium Tuckeri ” is one of the numerous cryptogamic fungi, of 
which the mode of reproduction is concealed, as the name indicates. 
This parasite of the vine throws of innumerable globules invisible fo the 
naked eye, which, conveyed by the winds, fall upon plants suitable to 
their nourishment, and multiply in prodigious quantities. At one time 
fears were generally entertained that the oidium was a disease in the 
vine plant, but more careful investigation has established the consolatory 
fact that it is purely external. 

Various experimental remedies have been suggested and applied with 
partial success, till at length science and experience have decisively as- 
certained that sulphur is the only medium that can be relied upon, and 
that this is perfectly efficacious. 

Its effects were first tried upon diseased vines in hothouses, when it 
was found that the vapour arising from sulphur, strewed upon the metal 
tubes used to convey heat, was amply sufficient to destroy the disease, 
Encouraged by this success, sulphur was then applied to the vines in the 
field; first by a proprietor in the Medoc, afterwards by the Counts de 
Duchatel, De Seze, and Piscatori, in the department of the Gironde ; it 
has also been successfully applied by Mr Rose Charmeux, in a vineyard 
of 120 hectares (a hectare is equal to about 24 English acres), at Tho- 
mery, and also by Mr Mares, secretary to the Agricultural Society of 
Montpelier, who has published the results of his experiments in a pam- 
phlet entitled ‘* Sur la Maladie de la Vigne.” 

A simple and ingenious instrument for the distribution of the sulphur 
has been invented by Mr Gontier, of Montrouge, near Paris. It appears 
from the description to be a bellows of peculiar form, furnished with a 
pan or chamber of tin for holding the sulphur, placed near the mouth of 
the spout. The charge of this chamber is one quarter of a kilo. (a kilo. 
2 1-5ibs English), which is sufficient to bepowder from thirty to fifty shoots, 
according to the development of the leaves. The sulphur must be 
applied as soon as the first symptoms of the malady exhibit themselves ; 
the vines must be carefully watched, and the operation repeated on the 
slightest re-appearance. Three sulphurings are generally sufficient ; once 
before, once during, and once after the flowering of the vine. The most 
efficacious is the one during the flowering, which is particularly en- 
couraged by the presence of sulphur. The most favourable period for 
the operation is during a hot sunshine. The quantity used for each 
cperation 1s 50 kilos. of flour of sulphur per hectare, which are stated to 
have cost fourteen francs ; the labour is estimated at six francs. Total 
cost of each sulphuring twenty francs, which repeated three times makes 
the cost sixty francs, or about one pound sterling per English acre. 

The perfect success of these operations have been demonstrated, and 





| the results communicated in a report addressed to the French Minister 
| of Commerce by Benoit Bonnel, of Narbonne. 


Important and satisfactory as these communications are, we have still 
more decided evidence of the successful application of sulphur, and on 
a more extended scale, from the Ionian Is!ands. In 1851 these islands 
shipped 40,000 tons of currants of superb quality; in the years 1852-3-4 
the currant vines, severely attacked by the oidium, exhibited a total 
failure of produce. In 1855, there was a partial recovery, and the 
shipments ameunted to 7,000 tons, but of wretched quality; this year 
the Ionian farmers commenced the vigorous application of sulphur, 
and with such effect that they are now shipping 20,000 tons of currants, 
equal in quality to the celebrated year of 1851. For this happy change 
they are exclusively indebted to the use of sulphur, for proprietors from 
those islands, with whom we have been in personal communication, have 
assured us that even this year those farmers who neglected to apply 
sulphur have suffere2 as severely from the disease a8 in previous years. 

With facts so conclusive and evidence so decisive of the complete euc- 
cess of sulphur in subduing the attacks of the oidium, we cannot doubt 
that the vineyard proprietors of France, Spain, and Portugal will next 
year adopt energetic measures to counteract or overcome this fearful 
malady, should it again present itself. 

And should the means of individual proprietors be unequal to the 
effort, we hope that the Governments of these respective countries wil 
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give the aid necessary to enable them to restore the prosperity of their 
vineyards, and thereby re-instate these important sources of national 
wealth. We may, t fore, fairly anticipate, that 1857 we shall see 
the vineyards of the w oducing countries res stored to their former 
state of fertility and productiveness; and should this be the result, we 
may hope, that with the stocks now on hand in this country and in the 
depots of Oporto, Cadiz, and Bordeaux, we shall be enab i to tide over 
the present unexampled crisis without advancing to those extreme prices 
which would materially diminish consumption in many classes, and in 
some would lead to the total disuse of wine.

The principles of law being always inferior to the principles 

morality which the law is intended to enforce, and to the prin- 

ciples of commercial morality derived from the nature of commer- 

cial occupations, the commercial classes, by confiding in ottern ys

and barristers and steering their course by the law, neglect the 
safer guides of conscience and honesty. The dictum of the Judg« 
includes a design to commit perjury, which the attorney or the 


barrister in many cases not only knows of but encourages when 
he undertakes to bring a client through, and permits him to swear 
falsely, and asks leading questions to elicit partial and perjured 
statements. ‘To have this dictum as to the duties of the two pro- 
fessions made public on such high authority, will both keep the 
professions more honest, and warn commercial men against con- 
fiding in them and running to them for advice, in order to make 
fraud triumph over fair dealing. 

The principle of confidential relationship, however, on which Mr 
Eddis relied, and which is the all-important principle at 
seems derived from the confessional. It was adopted less to con- 
vert and correct sinners, than to place them at the mercy of the 
confessor. It isa part of the great system of the disc ipline of 
the Romish Church, in which an oath to superiors was enforced 
on novices as overriding all other moral obligations, and intended 
to create for the service of the priesthood an army of spies, 
seducers, and betrayers. The obligation of a vow or an oath as 
more binding than other moral obligations, and therefore frequently 
used and relied on to enforce them, is indeed of great antiquity, 
and has been handed down through the confessional and 
toour own time. It was used to give validity to compacts founded 
on injustice. It is supposed, more than the love of country, born 
with us and strengthened by all the ties of kindred and affection, 
and all the habits of speech, which constitute the man himself much 
more than the ever-changing body, to connect subjects with their 
rulers, and is still used as a substitute for heartfelt loyalty in the 
former, and the honest performance of duty in the latter. An 
oath, enforced by punishment, binding the soldier to obedience, is the 
basis of military chomyines but as it does not even in his case relieve 
him from the exercise of his discretion—for he must not shoot his 
colonel though ordered by his ser ante —so in no case does an oat 


issue,

relieve men from moral obligations, or supersede them, esa 
much it may enforce them. No minor obligation therefore, no 


relationship, even though sanctioned and enforced by an oath of 


office, can exonerate an individual from the required obedience to 
the higher obligations of morality, and consequently cannot ex- 
onerate him from his duty not to bea party to fraud, any more 
than to perjury, murder, or treason. 

As it is now perfectly clear that the law cannot possibly reach 
every case of fraud and cannot prevent frauds, and perfectly clear, 
from the case of Agar, Burgess, and Pierce, concerned in the gold 
dust robbery, that no watchfulness can guard against ingenuity 
sharpened ‘by excessive desire—that no “servant under such an 
influence can be implicitly trusted,—it is of great importance to 
have this principle of individual moral responsibility enforced on 
public attention. Men of business will be sensible after this 
statement of the Vice-Chancellor that the law will not encourage 
their clerks to keep improper secrets. Clerks will learn that their 
duty to their employers will not exonerate them from guilt, even 
in the eye of the law, if they make themselves parties to their 
masters” frauds. Individuals are made honest and taught justice 
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by the action of society ; they are in the main kept honest and 
just by its influence, though it is customary to suppose the reverse ; 
and the sense of individual responsibility thus enforced on all will 
go farther to ensure moral improvement throughout society than 
any penal code, however minute and comprehensive. 

When a merchant knows that every servant under him wilT be 
under no obligation to conceal his misdeeds if he be inclined to 
be fraudulent—when a shipowner knows that his captain, instead 
of painting and varnishing and vamping up an old worn-out vessel 
to procure a cargo and endanger both life and property, is bound 
to abstain from being a party to such a proceeding and to expose 
it—when he knows that his mates and his seamen and his cabin- 
boy are all bound not only to take care of their own lives in oppo-

political disquiet, have embarrassed credit,—Count Cavour properly 
says that the correction of the evil is rather to be found in time and 
circumstance than inany legislative measures. Nevertheless, he per- 
ceives that the laws which interfere with loans s, prohibiting a higher 
rate of interest in Piedmont than 5 per cent., draw capital ‘into 
countries where there is no such limitation; and he proposes to 
present a bill to the Chambers, to which he expects no opposition, 
to leave capital perfectly free. This is the aboiition of the usury 
laws in Piedmont, and is another step in the right direction, which 
must accelerate future progress. He perceives, too, the necessity 
for reorganising the monetary svstem of Piedmont, in harmony 
with the change in the value of the precious n retals ; but for the 
present he confines himself to deliberating on what ought to be done 
on the subject, as the system of Piedmont is bound up with that of 
France, and the uniformity must not be disturbed. 

The principal part of the report refers to the furth er develop- 
ment of credit, or the banking system; and when it is obvious 
that this means of supplying the deficiency of metallic money, 
now generally complained of, is under the control of Goveraments 
at least to the extent of their restrictions, they will probably be 
thought deserving of some praise from not having now had recourse 
ge nerally to giving it a factitious enlargement. The Bank 
of Piedmont, Count Cavour stat es, has a capital of 32 millions 
francs, of which only 24 millions are paid up; its average circula- 
tion is from 35 to 38 millions francs, and the issues have never 
been below 30 nor above 45 millions. Since the commencement 
of 1855, it has sacrificed 1,412,325 francs to meet the effects of 
the crisis, which is as much as can be demanded of it. To ex- 
tend its sphere of action, Count Cavour proposes to modify the 
legislation which now requires the Bank to retain in its posses- 
sion coin or bullion equal to one-third of the notes in circulation. 

He observes that a portion of the issues of the Bank are neces- 
sary for the purposes of commerce ; that the great variations in the 
notes in the hands of the public are confined to a limited portion 
of all the notes in circulation; and that those necessary for com- 
merce are only seriously affected by some important political 
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convulsions. On these grounds, he reasons that to meet the 
notes necessary to commerce the Bank need only keep a com- 
paratively small reserve of metallic money, and must keep a much 
greater reserve, proportionally, to meet those in which the fluc- 
tuation is great. He accordingly proposes so to modify the law 
as to make the proportion of metallic money which must be kept 
by the Bank vary gradually according to the condition of the Bank, 
and not be strictiy fixed to one certain and invariable proportion, 
At the time when the demands on the Bank, including the circu- 
lation and the current accounts payable at sight, have sunk to 30 
millions, a metallic reserve equal to a fifth is considered sufti- 
cient. Ifthe action of the Bank become more extensive, as may 
be foreseen, and reaches the amount of 60 millions, between this 


it exceeds 60 millions, the proportion should be one-half. 
Carrying his reasoning into action, he recommends his Sovereign 


our Ministry in the crisis of 1847-8, in authorising the suspension 
of the Act of 1844, to issue a decree ordaining these relations, and 
such a decree dated the 6th instant was issued accordingly. 
course these sums are considered in relation to the capital of the 
Bank ; and however much we applaud the wishes of Count Cavour 
to relieve the monetary difficulties of Piedmont, we must say that 
this minute regulation by law of the business of the Bank seems 
going much too far. We content ourselves with merely stating 
the outline of Count Cavour’s measure; in detail 1 would 
be liable to much criticism, and we doubt very much its utility; 
but we will pass it by to notice an apparent fact which it brings 


| before us of general interest. 


Count Cavour is not the only European statesman who just 
now devotes his thoughts to economic subjects. Every Govern- 
ment, whatever secret projects it may be supposed to entertain, 
and on whatever basis its power may rest, is now striving, pro- 
fessedly at least—with what correct knowledge and what probable 
success we say not—like the Government of Sardinia, to promote 
the material welfare of the people. All the Sovereigns of Europe 
obviously share the general impulse, and seek by railways, manu- 
factures, trade, ocean steamers, telegraphs, and all other modern 
appliances, to obtain wealth. None of them profess war or con- 
quest, and the large armies they keep on foot are ostensibly for 
the preservation of peace and order. At the same time, in com- 
parison to their predecessors, they are enlightened and honest. 
The nations were all running in the ruts of protection in which 
they continue before the time of their present rulers. 
them now profess an admiration of high protective duties for 
their own sake, but for the behoof of the classes who have 
passed their lives and made all their arrangements in reliance 


on them. It is against both their will and their knowledge 
that they continue such duties and decline to become free- 


traders. They do not take advantage of the present demand 
for credit money required to supplement metallic money, and 
issue assignats, florin notes, thaler notes, &c., &c., ad libitum, as 
many of their predecessors did under less temptation and with 
less excuse. They may not adopt the very best principles in 
regulating their currency, but they do not debase it and cheat 
3 They may not be 
free-traders, but they do not treat foreigners who enter their 
dominions to trade as “alien enemies.” Count Cavour’s attempt 
to improve and extend banking in Piedmont, however unfavoura- 
bly we may view it, is extremely valuable as an indication of the 
fact that the Governments of Europe, whatever their origin and 
whatever their secret designs, are obliged to submit to the general 
impulse which now, even in spite of much ascetic preaching, hurries 
on the nations to seck material welfare. 





THE DISMAL HOAX. 

Six weeks have now elapsed since a great number of the journals, 
trusting to the Times, propagated through the land a terrible story, 
headed “ Railways and Revolvers in Georgia,” as a true picture of 
American manners. At the time we expressed our deep regret that 
such an obvious and dismal hoax should be published, and our 
apprehensivn that it wonld have an unfavourable effect on our 
cousins. They have heard of it in better temper than we ex- 
pected, and are much more disposed, as we have known fora 
fortnight, to laugh than feel offence at John Bull’s credulity. 
Now, however, we have from Georgia itself a refutation of the 
story. Mr Robert Howe Gould wrote to Augusta for informa 
tion, and his statement, as published in the Times, corresponding 
to astatement made by Mr John P. King, President of the Geor- 
gia Railway, and to paragraphs which we have read in the New 
York papers, is as follows :— 
I have received from two of the most respectable residents of Augusta, 
the distinct and unequivocal assurance that the whole story is utterly false 
—a sheer fabrication, without even the shadow of truth to support it. N 
such occurrences, nor anytbing in the slightest degree resembling them, 
took place on the railway in question, at the time named by Mr Arro’ 
smith, or at any other time before or since; and the only reason wh: 
have not been furnished with affidavits, or other formal documents, in 
disproof of the story, is the existence of a universal feeling in Georgia that 
such a tale is too egregiously absurd to be worthy of deliberate conutradic- 
tion 
The following language is used by the editor of the Awgusta Constitu- 
tionalist :——“‘ The article ftom The Times of October 15 may enable our

But for people who could 
for one moment credit the ridiculous tale no denial could be solemn enough. 
If an anonymous newspaper ‘eye-witness’ were to publish in the Mey 
York Herald a solemn statement that he had dined with the Duchess of 
Sutherland, in company with the Queen and Mrs Stowe, when the princi- 
pal dish was an infant Highlander roasted alive, we doubt very much 
whether the Lord Mayor of London would think proper to certify the false- 
hood of the story under the great seal of the city.” 

So ends this dismal hoax; but by those who have been taken 
in, it will not be so soon forgotten. 











Aqriculture. 


GAME RESERVATIONS. 

SCARCELY a day passes without bringing to our notice some 
of the impediments to husbandry caused by game. It constitutes 
one of the greatest difficulties the farmer has to contend with on 
taking his farm, and very often leads afterwards to endless dis- 
putes and vexation. Hence no prudent farmer will ever consent 
to take a farm the game of which the landlord requires to 
reserve. We said so much in our comment last week on the 
pattern lease of the Hexham Club. 

A correspondent from Devon thus refers to our remark upon 
the subject :— 

I have just read the article on leases in your last paper. I cannot 
agree with what you say about the game. If you give the tenant an 
equal right with the landlord to shoot over the farm, it is of course vir- 
tually destroying the game altogether, and putting an end to all sporting, 
which cannot be considered a desirable result. But, at the same time, I 
do not think that the farmer ought to suffer damage just for his land- 
lord’s pleasure without compensation, and this difficulty is well met by 
a practice adopted by some landlords of paying the tenant a sum annually 
for the damage done to his crops by the game. But I think in your 
arguments you lose sight of the fact, that where no allowance is made, 
the tenant takes his lease knowing that the game is preserved, and it 
is his own fault if he does not consider the loss he will sustain in esti- 
mating the rent he offers to pay.

seriously injured or even ruined by feeding another man’s game. 
Nor will an annual payment by the landlord as compensation for 
game damage meet the difficulty. Nobody can estimate the 
damage done by game. From the time the plant appears 
above the ground until harvest, in every stage of its growth, 
these wild creatures are running about the crops, biting, peck- 
ing, scratching, and treading down, and doing injury in a man. 
ner which defies any calculation or estimate. Certainly no 
compensation we ever heard of as paid for game damage 
half met the loss the farmer suffered from the game preserved. 
Then what compensation ean be given for the annoyance of having 
gamekeepers watching and interfering with the farmer and his 
servants. ‘There can be no half measure. If the owner of land 
wishes to preserve game, let him retain the land in his own occu- 
pation; but if he wauts rent and lets his farms to tenants, let him 
fully understand that reservations of yame are wholly contrary 
to economical laws, and inconsistent with the advancement of 
husbandry. 

It is quite true that a farmer who is injured by reserved game 
has no one but himself to blame, for unless he can have the game, 
he ought not as a prudent man to have anything to do with the 
farm. No reduction of rent can meet the case, for the extent to 
which the farmer’s crops may be injured is wholly uncertain and 
depends upon the mere will of another man. We never knew an 
instance of a farmer, tempted by an apparently low rent, to take 
a farm on which game was preserved, who has not bitterly re- 
pented the credulity with which he listened to the assurances, 
usually made on such occasions, that the game shall not get to 
such a head as toinjure him. If a farmer wishes to thrive and 
live on good terms with his landlord, never let him take a farm 
without taking the game also.

They are both pub- 
lished, the first being entitled “Sisters of Charity at Home and Abroad.” 
She wisely abstains from any systematic attack or the existing state of the 
law concerning the relative rights and positions of men and women ;—not 
that she considers it in all cases fair and wise, but that, faithful to her 
principle of a proper division of labour, she regards the reform of these 


od 
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legislative enactments as the province of men, and trusts to them to remedy 
the evil. 

The object of the lecture now before us is to prove that there exist 
certain departments in our social organisation in which the help of women 
would notonly be possible, but highly advantageous, It is not sufficiently 
considered that men and women are not higher and lower, stronger and 
weaker beings, but supplementary beings, possessing each their own pecu- 
liar strength and their own peculiar weakness. The supplementary position 
of the man to the woman is universally recognised, but the corresponding 
truth which proclaims the woman the necessary supplement (or complement) 
to the man is not practically admitted, and it is fur the results of this 
admission that Mrs Jameson contends. No one who has any knowledge of 
society can deny the existence of a large number of unoccupied ladies, a 
class quite distinct from the domestically useful or the contentedly trifling, 
a throng of fretting, unsatisfied minds—ready to work, but finding no field 
—ready to sacrifice themselves, but seeing no shrine on which to lay 
the offering. Is there no means of turning all this wasted power to 
account? Was it not granted for some purpose, and has it not some special 
work to do? In Catholic countries it is turned to the very best of uses, 
and is most successful in its results. Can our boasted Protestant privileges 
be at variance with so great agood, or can the purity of ourfaith be jeopar- 
dised by the adoption of asystem towards the poor and afflicted which is in 
true charity so infinitely superior to our own? Mrs Jameson has devoted 
particular attention to certain hospitals, prisons, and penitentiaries in 
France, Austria, and Piedmont, which are either entirely or partially 
managed by ladies. Our space will not allow us to follow ber through all 
the institutions which her zeal and patience led her to visit, but we cannot 
refrain from mentioning one or two of the most remarkable, Most of the 
Piedmont hospitals are superintended by Sisters of Charity. That of St. 
John, at Vercelli, contained, at the time cf Mrs Jameson’s visit, 400 
patients, besides an additional hospital and school for poor children. The 
whole was under the management of eighteen women, with a staff of 
assistants both male and female, Here the dispensary was managed by 
apothecaries, but in several other well-conducted hospitals they are served 
by the Sisters, who receive a special and careful training for the purpose, 
One of the directors of the creat military hospital at Turin informed our 
author of his satisfaction at baving recommended the employment cf Sisters 
of Charity. 


“‘Before the introduction of there ladies, the sick soldiers had been 
nursed by orderlies sent from the neighbouring barracks—men chosen be- 
cause they were unfit for other work. The most rigid discipline was 
necessary to keep them in order ; and the dirt, neglect, and immorality 
were frightful. Any change was, however, resisted by the military and 
Medical authorities till the invasion of the chulera; then the orderlies 
became, most of them, useless, distracted, and almost p2ralysed with terror. 
Some devoted Sisters of Charity were introduced in a moment of perplexity 
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and panic; then all went well—propriety, cleanliness, and comfort pre- 
vailed. ‘* No day passes,’ said my informant, ‘ that I do not bless God for 
the change whic: I was the humble instrament of accomplishing in this 
place.’ ” 


The Marchese A——, one of the governors of the Hospice de la 
Maternité, testified to the economy of the female managers. “We can- 
not,” said he, “ give them unlimited means, for these good ladies think that 
all should go to the poor ; but if we allow them a fixed sum, we find they

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 
FRANCE, 

Commercial atfairs present much the same aspect as they did last week. 
The vigorous measures of the Bank of France have not, as has been several 
times remarked, been productive of serious disturbance or inconvenience 
in the ordinary trade of the country. Still, considering that a season has 
arrived when a large demand for goods usually takes place, there is, it 
must be admitted, not an average amount of activity observ able. Credits 
are on all sides restricted, and the retail trade, feeling the effects of this, 
are obliged to content themselves with smaller stocks than usual. Though 
a slight fall has been noticed in some raw materials, it must unfortunately 
be attributed rather to the want of money on the part of holders than to 
causes which should produce a steady downward tendency. Hopes have been 
entertained that the Bank of France would shortly return to its former 
term of discount, but the expectation is not likely to be realised so long as 
the Bank of England sets the example of increased measures of restriction. 
The export merchants of Paris and Lyons have addressed a petition to the 
Emperor, again urging that the subject of the French Transatlantic line of 
steamers may be taken into consideration. Departmental advices stiil re- 
port great flatness as characterising the actual position of mercantile transe 
actions all over the country. gut it is confidently hoped that with the 
commencement of next month a change for the better will be noticeable. 
The price of corn has not fluctuated much. Rates have been firm, but 
there is a large supply, and buyers are not much disposed to accede to the 
demands of the agriculturists for a higher figure.

AUSTRIA.

should slightly raise the duties on fine and finest manufactures. The Im- 
perial Government thinks it would be a good preparatory step towards a 
future “complete”? Customs-Union if a special commission were formed, 
whose duty it should be “to purify’ the two tariffs, and so to arrange 
matters that one and the same declaration (of goods) should suffice for 
Austria and the Zollverein. It is suggested that mutual or joint custom- 
house offices, like those on the frontiers, might be established on all the great 
rai] and water communications between Austria and Germany. If there were 
such joint establishments at Vienna, Briinn, Prague, Berlin, Leipsic, Ratis- 
bon, &c., goods could be sent from one “ Customs territory” to another with 
extreme facility. Indeed, by means of a cocket, or pass-bill, the goods 
might be sent without being examined at any of the intermediate stations 
from Berlin to Trieste, or from Vienna to Hamburg. If the proposal of 
the Imperial Government is accepted, goods passing through Austria to 
the Zollverein, or through the latter to the former, will not be subjected 
to any transit duty. Ifgoods pass through both “ Customs territories,” the 
transit duty is to be paid 
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in that country into which the goods first enter. 
The other desiderata for Austria are reduction of the duties on wine, hops, 
cattle, butter, lard, bacon, some chemical products, hardwares, iron wire, 
some straw goods, and parquetry for floors, &c, 
GREECE. 
The Minister of Finances of Greece, M. Rangabé, has forwarded a 
document to M. Tricoupi, the Greek Minister in London, with a view to 


its being laid before the English Government. This 
drawn up with considerable skill, gives (or pretends to 
statement of the affairs of the kingdom of Greece at the present moment:

The improvement in the latter 
upon the first production from that mill is very great. These mills are 
now in full working, and the aggregate result of their operations this season 
will go far towards supplying the average amount of our annual importation. 
Numerous parties are quietly engaged in the cultivation of coffee; but, 
being a plant requiring about three years to bring it into full bearing, the 
results have only partially transpired. As it is, however, the aggregate 
quantity of coffee produced this season will surprise most of our readers 
when it is rully ascertained; and as regards the quality of the berry, all 


competent judges pronounce it satisfactory in the highest degree. Our 
arrowro growers are all now busy manufacturing the year’s pro- 
duction; and we believe the whole will not fall short of forty tons, The 


Customs returns for the half-year ending the 30th June ‘last show a 
satisfactactory state of progress. The imports amount to 57,722/, of which 
35,746/ is the value of goods direct from Great Britain. A few years ago 
by far the largest proportion was imported indirectly from the Cape, and 
the rapid increase of a direct trade with the mother country is a favoura- 
ble indication. The exports fur the six months are—colonial produce, 
21,223/; not colonial, 665/.

The present returns show ‘a decrease of circulation, 4 424,1597; an 
increase of public deposits, 182,046/; a decrease of private depo- 
sits, 377,9131 ; a decrease of securities, 824,573/, the greater part 
of which, 821,571/, is of private securities : anénerease of bullion, 
213,469/; an increase of rest, 8,922/; and an increase of reserve, 
599,9197. Ifthe accounts last week failed to convince commercial 
men that the Bank had good reasons for its conduct in making 
the late addition to the rate of discount, the present returns will 
equally fail to the same end. They are all favourable, particularly 
the great reduction in private securities, to a decrease rather than 
an increase in the rate. 

The money market was easier in the early part of the week, 
chiefly in consequence of the arrival of the large sum of gold we 
mentioned last week, but partly in consequence of gold “having 
been remitted to the metropolis by the provincial banks in differ- 
ent parts of the empire. Part of the money recently sent away 
in dividends is tinding its way back. The very best bills could 
in the early part of the week be discounted at 64 per cent. Yester- 
day and to-day the market has become more stringent, and the 
best bills cannot now be done below 7 per cent. The Bank terms 
are again fully'maintained,and the ease experienced wastemporary. 

The Bank of Engl land has given notice that it will make ad- 
vances on stock during the time the books are shut at the rate of 
7 per cent. Though this is a relaxation of the rule lately adopted, 
not to advance on stock at all, it is taken as a confirmation of the 
opinion that the Bank does not at present contemplate the possi- 
bility of a reduction below this rate. When the rate is the same, 
stock 1s obvi iously a better security than bills, and not to lend on 
stock would be simply excluding itself from taking the best 
security,

Very different opinions are expressed on the prospects of the 
money market. On the one hand, it is said that all kinds of pro- 
duce keeps up in price—that great debts have been contracted, 
which, however postponed from month to month, increasing as they 
are postponed, must at length be liquidated, which cannot be ac- 
complished without great losses—that the Government of France 
has entered into a wrong career, from which it will not depart— 
that the Credit Mobilier, though its shares are advancing on the 
Paris Bourse, is obviously in want of money—that there is a posi- 
tive want here of small money or means of discounting bills, and 
that there cannot be any substantial relief till the restrictions on 
the issue of paper be abolished. 

On the ke hand, it is said our own corn markets have de- 
clined. The corn markets of the Continent are falling. A stop, 
as we stated last week, has been put to a further extension of 
railway enterprise in Austria. Russian railways seem not des- 
tined to cause a very heavy demand at present. Imperial under- 
takings in France are checked. Our own trade flourishes, and 
industry is everywhere active, and everywhere we may be sure, 
on the whole, profitably employed, as long as it is directed by 
the farmer, the manufacturer, or the merchant. The money 
markets on the Continent are all getting into a sounder con- 
dition. Government interference would be an unmitigated evil 
had it no beneficial influence whatever, and we can trace such an 
influence in the greater moderation of the speculative spirit on 
the Continent than distinguished our free country in 1844-6. The 
control of Governments, abroad, though on the whole deadening, 
saves the people from an occasional access of fever. On the 
whole, we are inclined to hope that the worst is passed. 

The French railway companies are said to have expended 
16,000,000 in construction in 1856, and in 1857 it is supposed 
they may require 12,000,000/, or at most 16,000,000/. Suppose 
Russia should require in 1857 12,000,000/, Austria 16,000,000/, 
England, 10,000,000/, and other countries 10,000,000/, the total 
will be only 64,000,000/, little more than our ordinary revenue in 
a year, and not half the sum which the three Governments of 
England, France, and Russia spent on war in 1855. Let it be 
remembered that this capital represents, amongst other things, the 
wages of all the labourers employed in the construction — in 
getting the iron and coal from the mines, carrying the materials, 
making the bricks, quarrying the stone, as well as in making 
earthworks, and as they expend their wages, they replace a 
large amount of *he capital actually expended with a profit. If 
those who advance their money in the first instance can obtain 
no interest on it till the rail be made, the hundred different 
species of labour to which their advances give an impulse and 
employment at once produce a great additional sum, much 
of which is the profit of butchers, bakers, publicans, iron- 
masters, tailors, &c., and, so far, at once replaces capital with a 
profit. Thus, while the whole sum required to provide society 
with railroads year after year may be considered as a bagatelle 
compared to the expenses of a continued war, it is, as the rule, all 
expended profitably, though all profit may be delayed, like a venture 
in the olden times of sending a ship to China for tea, two or three 
years. The demands for railways and the demands for war 
coming together, might have made a larger aggregate demand 
than society could answer; but now that war has given place to 
railways, we see nothing formidable in the demands these are now 
making, or likely to make, on society. They are not wild schemes, 
like those of our speculative projectors in 1834-6, nor will they 
require the immense sum it was then proposed to be expended. 


There has not been much business in the stock market to-day, 
this being a settlement day, and the settlement being an arduous 
one. The price of Consols, however, has tended upwards, and 
they close to-day at 94} for money. In the Stock Exchange 
to-day the demand for money, in consequence of the settlement, 
and the expectation of advancing prices, which makes parties de- 
sire to carry over, has been very great. Almost anything would be 
given for it; 7,8, or even 12 per cent. is mentioned as the rates 
for short loans, and this demand in the Stock Exchange may not 
have been without effect in making money more difficult to get 
in other places. The market closed firm, We subjoin our usual

We have nothing to report of our trade generally but what is 
satisfactory. Its prosperity, elsewhere recorded in figures and 
statistical tables to the end of October, continues, we believe, to 
increase to the present time. Now the Baltic is frozen over, the 
Elbe is frozen up; and we may anticipate in December, should 
the weather set in severe, as it promises, a diminution in traffic. 

Our latest accounts from New York to the 12th say :—*A 
decidedly better feeling has obtained in financial circles this week, 
and the rates for strictly prime paper are the turneasier. The 
demand for money is still active, mainly from the produce dealers 
and stock operators, but the necessities of the mercantile ecom- 
munity at large are not so pressing as they were last week, and the 
general belief appears to be that the worst of the Fall stringency 
is over. First-class paper goes freely at 9 to 10 per cent. for 30 
to 60 days’ maturities, and 10 to 12 per cent. for 3 to 6 months’ 
ditto. The bank specie averages show a handsome gain, despite 
the non-arrival of the California packet, and the large export from 
this port and Boston last week. This increase is attributable to 
the large disbursements of the Sub-Treasury.” 

The Chicago Tribune of the 31st ult. contains a long and curious 
account of an adventurer, by the name of Gay, who has been for 
some time apparently raising the wind in the States by purchas- 
ing bills on England, getting them made out in four parts, send- 
ing an agent to England to get the proceeds here, and at the 
same time reselling the bills in America. The particulars of one 
sum of 2,800/ are given, which was at once attempted to be ob- 
tained in England and at Chicago, which led to his detection. 
He is now at St. Louis, in gaol, awaiting his trial, under a charge 
of forgery. To mention the case, which is much too long for us 
to enter into the particulars, may put bankers and others on their 
guard. ‘The narrative, however, reveals to us the existence at 
Chicago of a “North-Western Police Agency,” established as a 
commercial business, which employs detectives, and follows up 
suspected parties like a Bow street runner or Mr Detective Field. 
Pinkerton and Co., in Chicago, is the name of the new police 
establishment, which promises, if it meet with other adventurers 
like Mr Gay, to become world-wide famous. 

In grammar, two affirmatives make a negative; or two some- 
things make a nothing. According to philosophy, out of nothing, 
nothing can be made; but arithmetic, setting philosophy at defiance, 
and going directly contrary to grammar, makes a great deal out of 
a nothing or nought. Placed at the end of four figures it converts 
thousands into tens of thousands, and, omitted, it equally reduces 
their value; so, by omitting a nothing last week, 96,000/ was con- 
verted into 9,600/ in our account of the arrival of the precious 
metals. A 6 is a figure of some power, and having been also 
omitted before three nothings, converted 146,000 ounces of gold 
into 14,000 in the same paragraph. Our readers observed the 
mistakes, and no doubt volevted them to their true cause.

COMMERCIAL EPITO ME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 
The corn market which has been sinking for some time, and has 


within the last fortnight receded 4s, was firm to-day; and while | 
no purchases could be made at the same prices as on Monday, for 
fine dry wheat the price advanced. : 

Purchases of wheat continue to be made for Spain, probably on 
the Government account. According to letters from individuals 
in that country, the present condition of the people there is very 
ceplorable. Wheat is said to be worth 100s per quarter, and the 
people are destitute of the means of buying it. In Portugal also 
the people are suffering severely from the high price of food. 

At Rotterdam, on the 22nd, the price of w vheat receded ; but on 
the 24th it was firm, and orders for exportation could not be exe- 
cuted, as the limits were too low. 

At Hamburg, on the 22nd, the market for wheat and other 
grain declined. Rye, also, was cheaper. In Antwerp, on 
the 22nd, the market was very dull, and there was a further de- 
cline of 3f. We havea similar report from Amsterdam to the 
26th. In Stettin, too, on the 22nd, there was increased dulness 
and decline. Generally, therefore, the price of corn is falling on 
the Northern Continent “and prices more in accordance with former 
prices may be expected. 

The sugar market was steady to-day, but in the week prices 
have advanced 6d. The stock is decreasingly small. 

For coffee there is an increasing demand, and prices are fully 
supported. 

Tea ‘has not been affected by the telegraphic despatch in ad- 
vance of the mail, and the market is firm.

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Why there should now be a great demand for saltpetre we can- 
not state, but with a diminishing stock and an increasing de- 
mand, the market has been excited, and an advance has taken 
place of 4s per cwt. 

For jute, and almost every article offered in the colonial market, 
the demand is good, and prices generally are firm or rising. 

The demand in the Liverpool cotton market during the past 
week has been very limited, the total sales reaching only 34,000 
bales, 31,000 of which have been taken by spinners, 2,000 by 
speculators, and 1,000 bales for export. Prices (excepting in 
some instances where buyers have had a trifling advantage) are 
unchanged. The stock in spinners’ hands must be again nearly 
exhausted, and these may therefore be expected soon to re-enter 
the market with more spirit than has been evinced during the last 
few weeks. Very little cotton is now afloat, and the supply will 
probably be inadequate to the consumption. ‘The American 
advices report very heavy receipts for the last week, and although 
they may be again large by the next accounts, will hardly be 
equal to the corresponding week in iast season, when the receipts 
for that week were 120,000 bales. Prices in the American markets 
were rather easier, but still 3d to 2d per lb above Liverpool quo- 
tations, so that but few orders would be executable. In this 
market 1,250 bales have been sold at about former prices. 

The sales of colonial wool, which finish to-morrow, have been 
carried on with great spirit to the close. Prices are quite as firm 
as at the commencement, and though the quantity brought forward 
has been large, it has not been greater than required for consump- 
tinn. To the close the sales have been well attended. 

Messrs Witherby and Son give us the following interesting i 
formation of currants :— 

Down to the 8th inst, about 19,000 tons had been shipped off from 
Greece and the islands, 16,000 of which to this country, and the rest to 
Trieste, Germany, Holland, Belgium, &c., leaving only about 4,000 to 
5,000 tons unshipped. The growers have reason to be satisfied with the 
result of so large a crop of fine and sound fruit after four discouraging 
years of blight and diseas2, and wine countries may well be encouraged 
by this wonderful result of sulphur application. The value of the currants 
shipped off to this date is not much short of one million sterling, nine- 
tenths of which have come to the United Kingdom! About 250.000/ 
will also have been paid by this country to Spain for Valentia raisins 
alone, and a large amount to Turkey for her produce of fruit. 

The seeds and oil markets have been quiet, except for tallow. 
The ‘probability of the vessels frozen in at St Petersburg not 
getting away this season, coupled with some casualties to ships on 
the voyage home, have led to a further advance in the article. 
P. Y. C. is now worth 59s, cither on the spot, for December, or the 
first three months next year. Including oils, the trade in grease 
has increased very largely, and, our country being the depot for 
tallow, as well as palm, cocoa-nut, and other oils, it becomes 
of great importance that it should be included in the foreign 
articles exported. Formerly the export was unimportant, but 
latterly it has become considerable, England receiving it from 
Russia and other places, and France and other parts of the Conti- 
nent being consumers. ¢ The value of linseed and other oils ex- 
ported as British manufactures in ton months is 872,172/; but, 
beside the oil, the seeds are also exported in considerable q uanti- 
ties after being imported, and it is required to have them included 
in the list of foreign and colonial merchandise exported along with 
tallow. 

We see by ZI Credito, 2 politico-economical journal, recently 
started at Genea, which will help to diffuse sound commercial 
knowledge in Italy, that the Torino, the second vessel belonging to 
the Transatiantic Company, had arrived there in less than nine 
days from Portsmouth. She was to leave on the 23rd inst., with 
passengers and merchandise, for Rio Janeiro, touching eat Mar- 
seilles, Barcelona, Cadiz, Teneriffe, Pernambuco, and Bahia. The 
Genova, a sister vessel, has preceded her on the route. The enter- 

rise is another example of the rapid extension of traffic, and 
oes honour to Genoa. It will help to maintain and extend the 
communication between Italy, Spain, and South America.

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and Western—hence the latter are relatively the highest. Exporters and 
the home trade have pretty equally divided the business, and, with a 
light stock in store, the market closed stiff, in the face of the money 
stringency, and the advance in freight to Great Britain. Sales, 48,000 
bris. For Canada flour only a limited demand prevails, though with light 
receipts, the turn of the market has been in favour of the sellers: 
sales, 1,000 bris within the range. We quote :—State, common, brands, 
6.40 dols to 6.45 dols; State, straight brands, 6.45 dols to 6.50 dols; 
State, extra brands, 6.65 dols to 6.80 dols; Michigan, fancy brands, 6.60 
dols to 6.70 dols; Ohio, common, 6.75 dols to 6.85 dols; Ohio, fancy 
brands, 6.95 dols to 7.05 dols; Ohio, extra brands, 7.10 dols to 8 dols;

Corn meal is in moderate] request, and the market is a shade easier: 
sales, 500 bris, at 3.374 dols to 3.50 dols for Jersey and 3.87} dols to 4 
dols for Brandywine. Puncheons may be quoted 17.50 dols nominally. 
Export of wheat flour from Nov. 1 to Nov. 7, 1856, 43,156 bris, against 
29,213 bris in same time in 1855. 


Grain.—The market for wheat opened dull, but upon the receipt of 
the Baltic’s favourable advices a brisk demand ensued, mainly for export, 
and with a reduced available supply and moderate receipts, good and 
prime qualities have advanced about one cent.

LONDON MARKETS: 
STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
MarK LANE, Fripay EVENING. 
Although the receipts of home-grown wheat up to our market this 
week have been only moderate, the demand for all kinds has been in a 
depressed state, and on Monday prices gave way 3s to fully 4s per qr. 
The continuous fall in the value of egricuitural produce has been the 


—————— 





topic of much discussion, and various opinions have been expressed in 


reference to the causes which have led to the present downward move- 
ment. It is, therefore, necessary to observe that most of our outport 
markets have become glutted with foreien grain; money has become 
very scarce and dear ; and the utmost difficulty has been experienced in 
obtaining advances on corn bills. To these causes do we attribute the 
present depression. The growers for the most part—alarmed at the fall 
—have evinced much anxiety to dispose of their grain; and the millers 
on the other hand have refrained from purchasing beyond actual wants. 
But we find no decline in the consumption—our operatives are 
well employed, and itis well known that great scarcity exists in Spain— 
so great is it, indeed, that the Cortes have voted asum of 600,0002 to 
purchase corn abroad, and which is to be admitted into Spain duty free. 
Our farmers sti!) contend that they have grown & very middling crop of 
wheat, both as to quantity and quality, and it is well known that very 
little old corn now remains on hand, With, therefore, our enormous 
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consumption, and the prospect before us of steady exports of grain to | 


meet the deficiency in Spain—as we may safely assume that by far the | 
largest quantity will be purchased here—we see no cause for the alarm | 


manifested by our farmers in reference to the future value of wheat. 

All spring corn has partaken of great dulness, and rather an extensive 
decline has been submitted to in the quotations. 

In Ireland and Scotland, the markets have been but moderately sup- 
plied with grain. The trade, however, has ruled dull, and prices have 
given way. 

Very little change has taken place in the value of wheat in France. 
Most of the markets continue be well supplied. In the North of 
Europe, the trade has cont , but in the United States prices 
have slightly improved. 

There was a slight improve ,ent in the demand for nearly all kinds 
English wheat in to-day’s market, and a good clearance of the stands was 
effected, at Monday’s decline in the quotations. Foreign wheat, the sup 
ply of which was good, moved off slowly, on former terms. Fine malt 
barley supported previous rates, with a fair inquiry. In other kinds, very 
little was doing. Malt moved off rates. We had a better 
feeling in the inquiry for oats, beans, peas, and flour, at full prices. 

The following particulars of the floating trade are furnished by Mi 
Edward Rainford :—“ We have had 22 arrivala of grain-laden vessels off 
coast since the 19th, viz.:—Of wheat, 7 s from Alexandria, 5 Tag- 
anrog, 2 Odessa, I Suedian; of maize, 2 cargoes from Odessa, 2 Galatz;
